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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: claims 1-2, 4-5, 11, 14-16, 18-22, 25-26, 30, 33-34 
remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) for the reasons noted in the Final office action of March 21, 2008. Also, the reason or motivation to 
modify the reference may often suggest what the inventor has done, but for a different purpose or to solve a different problem. It is not 
necessary that the prior art suggest the combination to achieve the same advantage or result discovered by applicant, MPEP 2144. For the 
instant case, the references cited suggest the elasticity of a protein network is related to the number of disulfide bonds present or 
alternatively, the number of free sulfhydryl groups present. Therefore, while the free sulfhydryl groups of the instant invention are important 
because they act as antioxidants, sequestering metal atoms, and inhibiting the formation of side compounds, it still does not alter the 
conclusion that free sulfhydryl groups are suggested and /or present in a prior art product and would have been prima facie obvious from 
the purpose disclosed in the instant references. 173 USPQ at 562, In re Linter, 458 F.2d 1013, 173 USPQ 560 (CCPA 1972). 
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
